Casserole Cookery 


"How 
can we manage to have all 


the di.shes ready to serve at the 
same 
time 
when 
preparing 
a 


meal?" is a question often wailed 
by young housekeepers. It does re- 
quire good management and fore- 
sight to accomplish the apparently 
doing-every^hing-at-once stunt, but 
one method of meeting this difficul- 
ty is to choose frequently those 
dishes which do not require to be 
served the moment they come from 
the range. The casserole is a good 
example of such dishes. 
Whole 


meals from soup to dessert can be 
prepared in casseroles. 


Many casserole dishes may be 


prepared in the morning and kept 
in the refrigerator until time to 
put in the oven. This is a great 
help to the woman without u maid, 
who wishes to entertain. For ex- 
ample, a casserole of chicken, or 
sweetbreads and mushrooms, with 
a savory sauce may be prepared 
early, and with the main dish out 
of the way, there is less confusion 
at the last minute.

garlic, 1 Tbsp. parsley, '/? C. celery 
and one onion, and cook for 5 min- 
utes in '/4 C. olive oil. Add the 
beans 2 C. tomatoes, 1 tsp. salt, and 
'/a tsp. pepper. 
Pour into a ens- 


ser.ole and bake 2'/2 hours at 3">0 
degrees. 
At the end of one hour, 


add 1 C. of boiling water to make 
up for the liquid lost in cooking.

4 potatoes

Pare and slice the potatoes. Oil 


a baking dish and arrange a laye;

Repeat the layers until 
the materials are used up. Pour 
the milk over the top. Bake for 
l'/j hours or until the potatoes are 
tender. 


Cabbage Rolls 


Parboil one small head of cab-
